They 
carriéd’ Gaze labourers daily into 
Israel — which the terrorists are 
trying to prevent. The latter have 
reportedly claimed that their work

possibly: West Bankers. In the Mean- 
time, he said, the company would

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Strikes stop, but 
disputes still seethe

Israel's labour scene appeared al- 
most normal on the- surface yester- 
Gay, but serloua rumblings could still 
be heard. Although Government hos- 
pital workers were hack on the job, 
4 four-hour “solldarity" strike broka 
out among the administrative and 
service workers of Rothschild Hos- 
ap in Haifa, and 6,000 Kupat Ho- 
lim employees declared a labour dis- 
pute. At the same time, the entire 
Workers’ Council of Te] Hashomer 
hogpital sharply criticized the back- 
to-work orders served on their ad- 
ministrative co-workers by the Gov- 
ernment. And the administrative 
workers themselves remained ada- 
mant in thelr declaration to have 
no-hing to do with the Histadrut or 
with the Health Ministry. 

At Ashdod Port, where the fore- 
men's strike was settled early yes- 
terday morning, striking customs 
workers reached a settlement with 
their employers only after barricad- 
Ing the main gate to the port dur- 
jag the morning hours. Their warn- 
ing strike officially ended at mid- 
night last night. (Although the cus- 
toms strike did not affect Lod Air- 
port, Etlat Port was utterly para- 
lysed yesterday.) 

At six o'clock yesterday morning, 
the effects of the customs workers’ 
warning strike made themselves 
felt: long queues of cars and lor- 
ries piled up outside the main gate 
of Ashdod Port, which had been 
locked by the strikers.
